$600 having been opened only last
Saturdny, Mr, Tooze Informed an Ob-
gervor reprosentative yesterday that
that thers 18 now on the road from
Chileago a ghipment of something over
$2000 worth of Spring poods. This
shipmeént 18 expected to arrive any
day, and in the ahsenece of n bullding
In which to handle it, lts disposal Is
causing him no little worry.

The exact amount of Insurance car-

Hia pollcles are among his other pn-
pers, and untll the vault Is opened he
will not be able to ascertnin the ex-
tent of his protection from loss. Nel-
ther Is he able to state the amount of
money due him on account, as his
hooks are also in the vault. While Mr.
Tooga (8 naturally much concerned
abiout the condltion of his books and
papers, it 18 hardly probable that they
have been destroyed. The vault In
which they are stored s a substantial
brick structure and ts appearance
would indicate that it has not been
seriously damaged by the fire.

Other Losses Are Small,

pwned by Mre, Elinor Butler and was
probably worth $250. Insurance to the
amount of $100 was carried on the
bullding. Mr. Flower's snfe was badly
georched by the flomes, but his prinei-
pal logs wus that of his typewriter,
books and office furniture. Ho carried
Insurance In the McMinnville Mutual
Company, represented by Judge Char-
les Gregory of thig clty. The Hrown
plumbing shop, next door to the Flow-
er office and in process of construction,
was only slightly damnged.

o debit of gratitude they can never re-
pay.

Mr. Toose was unable to say yester-
doy what plans he had determined
upon for the future: in fact, he had no
plans, so thoroughly worn out and ex-
hausted wag he from the effects of hin
hard night's work and the severe men-
tal wirain occasioned by the loss of his
business.

During my vigit 1 ealled
on George Bird a number of times and
had severnl tnlks with him, I also visit-
ed his warchouses and inspected many
wamples of English hops I did not
see any Germuan or Bavarinn hops,
but found the English samples to bo
n smooth, fine, sliky hop, The English
buyvers cludimed that the best grade
of English hops was superior to the
best grovde of Pacifics, but whether
Imlts olaim is true, 1 am unable to
any.

Y“My wvisit to the growing district
taught me that the English farmers
dry much the same as we do, except
thit they dry In emall clreular kilng,
These kilng range in dinmeter from |
12 to 24 fest. The largest house ll
siiw wis B4 feot In diameter.
